Living Till 75

T will soon be a crime to die before 75, according to Dr. 
Burrett of Rochester. N. Y. The statement was made 


in an address to the American Institute of Homeopathy. 
The speaker also explained why people «cre dying now 
at an untimely age. 
Responsibility was placed on the 


ethics of the medical profession. 


"The physician." says Dr. Kurrett, "must be released 


from the shackles of ethics and permitted to tell the 
community how to live." 
The progress of meuical sci- 


ence. its discoveries and achievements should be available 
to the public, and from a reliable and authentic source, 
namely, the doctor. 
Dr. Burrett does not propose lifting the ban on ad- 


vertising which the profession insists on maintaining. 
That some latitude might be allowed along this line with- 
out proscribing the practitioner seems reasonable. 
If a 


tradition of the medical profession is depriving people of 
years of life, it ought to be repudiated. 
Could anything 


be more monstrous than a legend that makes the doctor 
a fellow conspirator of the old man with the scythe? 


Where Real Danger Lies 


I 


N the general discussion of the cases of the political 
prisoners, the statement is frequently made that "free 


speech is all right in time of peace, but it cannot be tol- 
erated -tthen the life of the nation is in danger.'' 


A more deadly and insidious fallacy ha3 never been 


uttered, and those who utter it must have no acquaintance 
with the principle on which the guarantee of free speech 
is based, nor with the conditions which led to its adop- 
tion. The principle was admirably stated by Senator 
Reed of Missouri in a speech last November. Discussing 
the suppression of free speech as a war-time emergency 
measure, he said : 


But the fact is that these provisions were 


designed to protect those rights in just such em- 
ergencies. 
Under the most despotic tyranny 


that ever ruled the world, the veriest slave that 
clanked a chain was free to say things that 
pleased the tyrant. 
The right of free speech 


is the right to say in a crisis that the Govern- 
ment is wrong. 
It is the right to say the un- 


popular thing, the thing with which the majority 
does not agree. 
And if it is not such a right, 


then it is not free speech at all. 
The truth is, of course, borne out by experience, that 


free .speech never endangers the life of a nation. On the 
contrary, a strong and active opposition is the very best 
sign bf'sound political health, and in great emergencies 
it is particularly valuable. During the war Lloyd George 
attacked the Asquith Government savagely, saying things 
for the like of which men were imprisoned in the United 
States. His attacks resulted eventually in the overthrow 
of that ministry and the establishment of a government 
which won the war. 


The British people know the value of criticism. Free 


speech is not a clanger; it is the cure for all sorts of 
dangers. 
Until we learn that, our democracy will never 


be safe.

Such reorganization will not likely be accomplished 


by conference and ink-and-paper documents. 
This is 


the work of war. 
European partnerships have been 


blotted out and reformed in blood. 
The war which the 


sanest and ablest of observers ha\e been predicting for 
four years, may not flare out today or tomorrow, but the 
date of its declaration has been brot perceptibly nearer, 
by the reported decision of England to rearrange a de- 
fense against the latest megalomaniac of Europe.

When France decreed the Ruhr invasion she cast the 


die for war. The foremost American papors, in their first 
commenis on that decision, declared that "the conse- 
quences to Europe are unthinkable."

JL mored separate agreement between Great Britain 
and Germany. 
It perceives dire possibilities in such an 


agreement, among them being British domination of Eu- 
rope and a British hegemony which will weigh more 
heavily upon the continent than any alignment in the 
tragic past. 
The French Government sees, too, the frus- 


tration of its own designs. 


The separate Anglo-German agreement is still a ru- 


mor, tho the probability 
indeed, the inevitability 
of 


its becoming a fact now recognized by France, has long 
been patent to the rest of the world. 
When France om- 


barked on her suicidal Ruhr adventure, o\er the protest 
of Great Britain and in defiance of world opinion and his- 
toric admonition, she stretched still further the tics al- 
ready strained between herself and Great Britain. It is 
almost six months since that fateful decision. In that in- 
terval Great Britain has patiently remonstrated with her 
ally, endeavored in a number of ways to persuade France 
to withdraw from this enterprise, sought to re-establish 
negotiations as to reparations on a basis that would main- 
tain the Entente's solidarity in dealing with Germany.
